In 
1888 
when Grover 
Cleveland 
was runeiug for the presidency, he had 
among bis chief advisers, one William 


I i . Scott, of Pennsylvania. Mr. Scott 
was a member of congress and a free 
trader. Ile gained the democratic na­ 
tional convention in denouncing the re­ 
publican system of protection. He like 
wise denounced the republican party for 
sustaining a tariff which created discon - 
tentment among workingmen, which re­ 
duced wages and organized strikes. His 
lovve for workingmen in 1888 was mar­ 
velously great when expressed in his 
speeches, and it did seem that his phil­ 
anthropy was broad enough to embrace 
all the workingmen of the Union. 
This same Scott Is the man who joined 
in the wish of Voorhees in his Indiana 
speech that all the Andrew Garnegies 
might be hanged—-the manufacturers 
who divide profits with their working­ 
men and who rate wages according to 
the profits realized on manufactured 
iron. This same Scott is he who owns 
Bcme coal mines in Illinois, and whose 
miners have been on a strike. To show 
what sort of a master this man Scott .is, 
the following outline of a memorial by 
the miners to Governor Fifer, will dearly 
shew: 
It sets forth that W. L. Soott became 
the owner of 
all the coal in this 
locality; opened the mines and invited 
men to come here to find work; built a 
town and sold the houses to some, but 
took mortgages upon them; rented the 
remainder to the miners, and when the 
people were completely in his power 
shut down the mines and offered them a 
reduction which meant starvation wages. 
He did not offer to reduce house rent 
nor the price of food and clothing in 
the company's store. He now refuses to 
treat with the miners, except on the con­ 
dition that they surrender to him all 
their rights. The men have been with­ 
out work since May I; all business is 
paralyzed, and there is no other source 
of living tor the people but the charity 
whioh has been bestowed upon them. 
They are in sore need, and with the > p- 
proach of winter the need of food will 
have added to it the need of fuel and 
clothes. The company has served no­ 
tices of ejectment upon the people oc­ 
cupying its houses. 
This is the man who endorsed the 
sentiment of his democratic friend,* P . 
VV. Voorhees, that the Carnegies should 
be hanged for sucking the life blood of 
the people! He was one of the loudest 
of the democratic howlers last year 
against protection, and no man more 
than he insisted with greater apparent 
earnestness that nothing but free trade 
and plenty of foreign goods would im­ 
prove the condition of American Work­ 
ingmen ! 
Mr. Scott is a Shylock in 
business. He demands the last pound 
of fieeh. His purpose is with the Illi­ 
nois miners to make them come to bis 
terms or starve the people.

T R E A S U R Y D E P A R T M E N T 
N I V E R S A R Y . 
One hundred years ago to day the 
treasury department of the United States 
government was organized. Alexander 
Hamilton, the first secretary of the treas­ 
ury, was appointed by President Wash 
ington, Sept. ll, 1781). The act creating 
the office was passed Sept. 2,1789, at the 
First congress of the United States of 
America. 
When Hamilton was made 
the 
secretary 
of 
the treasury the 
borean officers created by (he same 
act, were a '‘controller, a register, an au­ 
ditor, and a treasurer. The secretary was 
alco allowed an assistant, but the duties 
of that official were modified greatly, and 
the first assistant secretary had none of 
the administrative matters to look after 
that now fall upon the assistant secre­ 
taries . 
a. few years later this office was 
abolished. A commissioner of revenues 
took its place. The latter office was dis­ 
continued and replaced by tarns, and 
finally became that now known as the 
internal revenne office. In 1792 congress 
became more liberal to the secretary of 
the treasury and he was allowed two 
clerks in his own office.” 
It is fitting and proper at this time to 
reoall public attention to the first secre­ 
tary of the treasury. When that depart­ 
ment was organized, Hamilton was only 
32 years old. 
Washington, in form­ 
ing his 
first cabinet, offered the 
treasuryship to Robert Moms. 
He 
refused the position, insisting that there 
was only one man in all the United 
States, fitted by studies and ability t, 
create public credit and bring the 
sources of the country into active effi 
olency. Washington then tendered the 
office to Hamilton who accepted the 
trust. He was the youngest man evtr 
Gilled to a cabinet position, and not sinoe 
that day has the cabinet of any president 
contained a more brilliant mind or a 
more eminent statesman. Hamilton was 
one of the greatest orators of the oonntry 
when he was only 18 years old, and it was 
at that youthful age that he debated with 
the Rev. (Samuel Seabury, a Scotch di­ 
vine and an orator of international rep­ 
utation. Not before the debates of Lin­ 
coln and Douglas had the country heard 
a greater oratorical contest than be­ 
tween Hamilton at 18, and the mature 
Dr. Seabury, on the formation of a con­ 
stitution. 
Hamilton’s conduct of the finances of 
the country was sc me thing marvelous in 
ability and forethought. 
His skill and 
wisdom seemed to be born on! of the 
usual order of things. 
His judgment 
was unerring, his faith in the resources 
of the oonntry unshaken, 'and in every 
step he took confirms the statement .that 
he was one of the most brilliant and 
wise financiers the United States ever 
produced.

N ew Y o rk , Sept l l . —Congressmans. 
S. Cox died at 8:80 o’clock Tuesday even­ 
ing. 
The end was 
quiet, and the dying 
man breathed his last 
as 
peacefully as if 
falling into a light 
sleep. • Mrs. Cox, who 
had b e e n scarcely 
away from her hus­ 
band’s 
bedside for 
the last two days and 
nights, held his hand, 
whilo his old friend 
Douglass Taylor hold 
tho othor. 
He had 
been 
conscious 
all 
day until 
about 
a 
quarter 
of 
an 
hour 
before the 
end. 
Dr. Lockwood was in attendance at 
the time. 
Nicholas 
Kearney, William 
Hirschfield, two nurses, and two servants 
were in the room. 
All knelt about the 
bed. 
Mr. Cox’s last 
conversation was 
about the four Territories whose statehood 
ho hoped to father. 
He mentioned Now 
Mexico and Arizona, and said something 
about making a great effort in their behalf 
at the coming session. 
Two hours beforo he died his colored 
servant, who had just come on from 
Washington, went to tho bed and Mrs. p o x 
asked her husband if he recognized him. 
Ho looked at him and patted him on tho 
shoulder. 
The colored man’s eyes filled 
with tears, while all wero deeply affected. 
In the afternoon, while Dr. Lockwood was 
talking to him, Mr. Cox made some witty 
remarks which completely upset tho doc­ 
tor’s dignity. 
Later in the afternoon tele­ 
grams were 
sent to Mr. Cox’s three 
sisters, two of whom live in Zanesville, 
Ohio, and the other in B t Louisi Mr. 
Cox’8 nephew, who is the superintendent 
of the Smithsonian institution, was also 
telegraphed for. 
Dr. Lockwood said that 
the immediate causo of death was heart 
failure, and the cause peritonitis. 
Tele­ 
grams were sent to Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the House of Representatives J. P. Leedom 
and to Sneaker Carlisle. 
Mr. Cox was taken ill four weeks ago 
while on a tour of the four newly acquired 
States. 
He returned home and improved 
for a few days, but took to his bed two 
weeks ago and did not leave i t 
He re­ 
tained his mental faculties to tho last, and 
made a determined battle against death. 
Mr. Cox was the son of Ezekiel Taylor 
Cox and was born In Zanesville, Ohio, 
Soph 80, 1824. 
He attended tho common 
school and afterward spent some time in 
the Ohio university. 
He then entered 
Brown college at Providence, R. I., and 
graduated in the class of 1840. He studied 
law and returned to Ohio to practice bis 
profession. 
He did not take kindly to the 
work and made a trip to Europe, the story 
of which he told in “A Buckeye Abroad.” 
Oh his return he became editor of the 
Ohio Statesman, published at Columbus. 
In 1855 he was appointed secretary of 
legation to Peru, and on his return was 
elected to Congress from the Columbus 
district. 
He stood by the Union in the 
dark period just before the war, and was 
returned to the XXXVIth, XXXVIIth, 
and XXXVIIItb Congresses. 
In 186$ he 
was defeated by tho Republican candidate, 
and the following spring removed to New 
York. 
In 1868 Mr. Cox first appeared as a can­ 
didate for Congress in New York city and 
was elected by a large m ajority over 
Starr, his Republican opponent. 
The ma­ 
jority was greatly augmented two years 
after, when Horace Greeley ran against 
him. 
In 1872, when he ran for Congress­ 
man-at-large against Lyman Tremaine, 
ho was defeated. 
He was a few months 
after chosen to fill tho seat made vacant 
by the death of James Brooks. 
He was 
re-elected to tho XLlVth Congress, was 
appointed speaker pro tempore June 7, 
1870, and was elected speaker pro tempore 
June 19, 1870, serving until June 24. 
He 
was elected to the XLVth, 
XLVIth, 
XLY lith, and XLIXth Congress, and re­ 
igned to become minster to Turkey. This 
sition he resigned and took his 'seat in 
ho XLIXth Congress, filling tho vacancy 
causod the resignation Joseph Pulitzer. 
Ho was re-elected to tho Lth Congress and 
again to the List. 
Mr. Cox was a fluent talker and his 
fund of humor was inexhaustible. 
As 
story-teller he had few equals. 
He 
kind and generous to a fault 
many friends. 
The production which won for bim the 
sobriquet of “ Sunset” was a piece of de­ 
scriptive writing which appeared in the 
Ohio Statesman May 19, 1858. 
He was in 
tho composing-room of the Statesman the 
evening before and witnessed an unusually 
brilliant suuset 
After viewing it for a 
few minutes he sat down and wrote a 
florid description of it. 
The article was 
widely copied, and was often quoted by 
Mr. Cox’s opponents during debates in 
Congress.

W a s h in g to n , Sept. l l . —The Septem­ 
ber crop report makes the general average 
of corn OI, a reduction of nearly 5 points; 
of winter wheat when harvested 89.4, a 
decrease from 92 on July I; of spring 
wheat 83.9, an increase from 81.2 in 
August. 
This makes the general average 
of all wheat 87.6. 
The general condition 
of oats is 90, instead of 92.3 last month; of 
rye, 91.6; of barley, 88.9 instead of 90.6; 
of buckwheat, 02.1 Instead of 85.2; of 
tobacco, 76.2, a reduction from 84.4 
The 
percentage of stock hogs available for fat 
toning is 101; condition, OS. 
The corn crop is a week late in a large 
proportion of its breadth. 
In the Ohio 
valley and lake region there has been a 
marked reduction of condition during the 
lost month from drought following the 
heavy rains of early summer. 
In Ohio 
and Indiana there was previous injury to 
bottom land cr od 3 by floods. In Michigan 
aud AVisconsin the effects of drought and 
other influences are most injurious. 
There 
is complaint of drought west of the Missis 
Sippi, too late in the season for serious re­ 
duction. 
AVest of the Missouri conditions 
have been more favorable than in any 
Othor part of the country and tho crop is 
very largo- 
In the seven surplus States the figures 
or condition are: 
Ohio, IOO, a loss of 6 
points; Indiana, IOO, loss of 6 points; IUi 
nots, 87, loss 3 points; Iowa, 94, loss 6 
points; Missouri, 93, loss three points; 
Kansas, 98; Nebraska, 96. 
The condition of spring wheat is re­ 
ported higher than in August in the 
northern portion of the belt and slightly 
lower in Iowa and Nebraska, as follows: 
Wisconsin, 93; Minnesota, 96; iowa, 93; 
Nebraska, 88; Dakota, 63. 
The local rates 
of yield in Dakota are extremely variable, 
ranging from one to twenty bushels an 
acre.

Legitime, ex -President of Hayti, arrived 
in New York the other day on his way to 
Prance and to a reporter gave tho follow ­ 
ing history of events in H ayti during tho 
past year: “On Oct. 7, 188*. I was elected 
President of tho Provisionary Government 
of Hayti. 
Everything was done fairly and 
equinely in my election, 
but intriguing 
spirits 
in tho 
north accused 
me of 
fraud and cheating, and Gen. Thelemaquo 
came down with an army to declare him­ 
self the desired President of tho North and 
South. 
I, of course, resisted his attempts, 
and about a week before tho general eloc* 
Mon my troops and those of tho North un­ 
der Thelemaquo had an engagement and 
Thelemaquo was killed. I did not conspire 
for his assassination. 
Ho was killod in 
battle. But my enemies in tho North turned 
Thelomaque’s death into a deliberate assas­ 
sination on my part, and kept up tho cry 
against me. 
W e heard that four deputies 
from the North wero on board tho steamer 
Haytion Republic with evil designs, 
and 
of courso it was prudent for us to soizo 
them. 
Tho seizure of this vessel was en­ 
tirely a mistake, a mistake for which we 
were sorry, 
and this is evinced in the 
speedy manner in which wo turned her 
over to her owners, together with a largo 
Indemnity. 
I was duly elected 
President 
of H ayti on Dec. 17, 
1888.

soon af tor my accession to powor, circum- 
knees and my rights and my peoplo’s

Hippolyte came 
down from the North, sweeping destruc­ 
tion bofore him and spilling blood in a 
most shameful and diabolical mannor, and 
I can assure you that tho loss ot so many 
lives pained me. 
Finally finding ‘hat tho 
increasing numbers of tho northern army 
threatened my southern country with de­ 
struction, I decided that tho wisest and 
most proper course for mo to pursue was 
to resign and retiro quietly and peacefully 
from the country. 
I was not forced to 
leave H ayti nor was there any surrender. 
My departure from Port-au-Ptiiieo was in­ 
deed an ovation to me. 
I lovo my people 
and I have every reason to believe they 
love me, 
It is very possible that I shall 
spend a year in Franco and then perhaps 
return to Hayti. 
My return, however, is 
undecided and depends entirely on tho 
state of things. ”

It is tho official opinion of the 
Bavarian High Medical collegium concern­ 
ing the probable effect of the goneral in­ 
troduction of railway travel upon the 
health of Bavarian subjects.

of the now transit,

learned doctors, “certainly would cause a 
brain disease which would develop into 
delirium furiosum.” 
Of course every ono 
who wished to oxpoeo himself to this con­ 
sequence of tho new modo of travel m ight 
be allowed to do so undisturbed by tho 
state. 
Other persons, however, should be 
protected from the perils attendant upon 
rapid locomotion. Spectators by the way­ 
side were liable to brain troublo after 
merely watching the passing steam carn. 
Therefore, the railw ay cars should be con­ 
cealed from view by close board fences at 
least five yards high. 
A ll things consid­ 
ered, a better way of protecting tho sub­ 
jects of the Bavarian crown would bo to 
forbid altogether the construction of tho 
railway.
